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NASA Astronaut Speaks at Northeastern

On Wednesday evening, 
April 20, 1994 Marine Colonel 
Charles F. Bolden lectured on 
NASA and the Marine Corp 
Officer Programs at Northeastern 
University's Snell Engineering 
Building. Well over one hundred 
and fifty people were in atten¬ 
dance. This particular presenta¬ 
tion was sponsored by The 
Northeastern University Compre¬ 
hensive Regional Center for 
Minorities, the United States 
Marine Corp under Captain 
David S. Flores, and the Black 
F.ngineering Student Society 
(B.E.S.S.), Northeastern's 
University's student chapter of 
the National Society of Black 
Engineers. 

Charles F. Bolden, Jr. (Col, 
USMC) was born in Columbia, 
South Carolina. He earned a 
bachelor of science degree in 
electrical science from the United 
States Naval Academy and a 
master of science in systems 
management from the University 
of Southern California. 

After graduating from the 
Naval Academy, he accepted a 
co mmi ssion in the U.S. Marine 
Corps. As a naval aviator, he flew 
more than 100 sorties into North 
and South Vietnam, Laos, and 
Cambodia in the A-6A intruder. 
Following his return to the United 
States, Bolden graduated from the 
Naval Test Pilot School at 
Patuxent River, Maryland, served 
as an ordinance test pilot, and 
flew numerous test projects in the 
A-6E, EA-6B, and A-7C/E air¬ 


planes. fie has logged more than 
6,000 hours flying time. Selected 
by NASA in 1980, Bolden 
became an astronaut in August 
1981. A veteran of three space 
flights. Col. Bolden has logged 
over 481 hours in space. His last 
space flight to date was the STS- 
60 Space Shuttle Mission in 
February 1994 in which he 
served as Commander of the 
flight which made major repairs 
on the Hubble satellite/telescope. 

Colonel Bolden’s presenta¬ 
tion was two messages in one. In 
the beginning. Col. Bolden 
showed several slides that show¬ 
cased his last space mission in 


February of this year. From 
liftoff, to views of the earth from 
approxiamately 200 miles above, 
and rivers and seas which are in 
proximity to the mission’s emer¬ 
gency landing sites. Colonel 
Bolden had numerous insightful, 
amazing, and colorful pictures to 
show the audience. He discussed 
many aspects of his being an 
astronaut such as lobbying on 
Capitol Hill for the continued 
financial support of the space pro¬ 
gram by the United States 
Government. Colonel Bolden 
personally feels that the United 
States Government has to contin¬ 
ue to support the space program. 


Measles and German Measles Outbreaks

Recently Rutgers University 
in New Jersey has had an out¬ 
break of measles (rubeola) on 
their campus. It has been reported 
that at least one of the infected 
students went to Florida for 
Spring Break when they may 
have been contagious, so there is 
a possibility that students from 
other campuses were exposed. 

In Massachusetts in the last 
4 months there have been over 70 
confirmed cases of German 
measles (rubella) in adults, and 
because a rash is present in only 
50% of cases there may be many 
more undetected cases. Both dis¬ 
eases are caused by viruses and 
are highly contagious, being 
spread by coughing, sneezing, 
and talking. Also, sharing a drink¬ 
ing cup or touching a contaminat¬ 
ed object can spread the disease. 

Most college age students 
(those bom after 1956) should be 
protected from these diseases by 
having been immunized with at 
least one dose of German measles 
(rubella) vaccine and 2 doses of 
measles (rubeola) at least one 
month apart. The second dose of 
measles vaccine has been 


required since August of 1991, 
because previous measles out¬ 
breaks have occurred on other 
college campuses, and it became 
apparent that one dose did not 
provide lifelong immunity. 



Health Alert 


People bom before 1956 are con¬ 
sidered immune because they 
most likely have had the diseases. 
However, health profession 
majors regardless of their age, 
because of their contact with 
patients must be immunized or 
provide evidence of a negative 
titer. 

Measles last 1-2 weeks and 
can cause complications such as 


ear infection, pneumonia or 
encephalitis (swelling of the 
brain). People are most conta¬ 
gious 4 days before the rash 
appears and 4 days after it begins 
(8-10 days). 

German measles is a milder 
disease and usually lasts about 3 
days. It also can cause encephali¬ 
tis, but it is rare. The more fre¬ 
quent complication is if a woman 
is pregnant in her first trimester 
and contracts the disease, her 
unborn child has an 85% chance 
of developing blindness, heart 
defects, mental retardation and 
even dying. 

The Student Health Services 
urges anyone who has an 
“Immunization Flag’’ on their 
registration to check with our 
office to determine what is miss¬ 
ing from their records. According 
to our most recent data there are 
over 300 students who are miss¬ 
ing a rubella vaccine and over 
400 missing a second measles. If 
you do need an updated immu¬ 
nization it should be done as soon 
as possible. To prevent possible 
outbreak on our campus we need 
100% of our students to be immu¬ 
nized. 


which is beneficial to scientific 
research and development, and 
medical advancement. The 
Colonel also sited certain facts 
that are unknown to many people 
such as the United States is the 
only country known to go to the 
moon. He stated that years ago 
Russia attempted a moon mission 
but had fatalities and future ven¬ 
tures became cost prohibited. 
Col. Bolden made it known that 
presently there is minimal con¬ 
clusive evidence that prolonged 
space exploration could be detri¬ 
mental to one's health. He noted 
that his Russian colleague, cos¬ 
monaut Sergei Krikelev spent 
about a year or so in space in a 
previous flight for the Soviet 
Union and after a yearly medical 
evaluation several months later, it 
was determined that he aged 
about five years between the time 
that he left earth until time of his 
medical exam over a year and a 
half later. 

Colonel Bolden stated that 
his last space mission was the 
first joint space mission in the 
same vehicle between Russia and 
the United States and that it was 
very successful. Another one of 
Colonel Bolden’s main concerns 
was the lack of “traditional'’ 
underrepresented minorities ( i.e. 


African-Americans, Hispanics, 
and Native Americans) in the test 
pilot and space program. The 
Colonel reiterated that one must 
set goals for one’s self and must 
know how to dream. He believes 
that as long as a person lives, that 
the person should constantly 
learn from one’s own life experi¬ 
ences. 

Towards the end of his pre¬ 
sentation, he quoted from the 
Holy Bible's Book of Proverbs 
which states “ Without a vision, 
there is no future.’’ Throughout 
the informal presentation. 
Colonel Bolden fielded questions 
from the audience. The Colonel 
said that the best way to become 
a test pilot or future astronaut is 
to fly as much as possible and to 
obtain a degree in a technical 
field such as medicine, engineer¬ 
ing, and the hard sciences. He 
stated that the Marine Corp 
afforded him the opportunity to 
fly and log in thousands of hours 
of flying time with specialized 
aircraft. Colonel Bolden stated 
that one has to know how to 
dream in order to be productive 
as a professional in our society 
and without that ability our soci¬ 
ety will fall just like those of 
oilier great civilizations.

In a meeting on Wednesday 
April 20th from 3 to 4 p.m.. 
Chancellor Hogan held an open 
meeting for students to voice 
their complaints. The meetings 
are held randomly upon notifica¬ 
tion throughout the semester. 

Among some of the issues 
brought up was the parking situa¬ 
tion. The University’s plan to 
purchase the Vulcor Lot has 
finally gone through and the 
appraisals are complete. The lot, 
located behind Mahoney Hall, 
will provide approximately 300 
more spaces for student parking. 

Security on campus was 
another issue. The number of 
stolen cars at this school alone 
totaled 93 thefts over 2 year. 
Compared with other colleges, 
this number is extremely high. 
The University will be taking 


steps to ensure security, including 
expansion of the Campus Escort 
Service, surveillance cameras, 
and fences bordering the lots. At 
this time, however, plans have 
yet to be finalized. 

Also in the works are plans 
for a multi-million dollar recre¬ 
ational student center. The 
Research Building across from 
Fox Hall will be torn down to 
provide for this.

Earth Day Has Children’s Theme 

PETERBROROUGH. N.H. - Earth Day 
USA organizers have chosen a national theme 
inspired by a children’s song for April 22 fes¬ 
tivities that will focus attention on environmen¬ 
tal concerns. 

"The Time Has Come” helps to unify 
local initiatives under a single national com¬ 
mitment to devote resources to organizing, lis¬ 
tening and acting to promote environmental 
leadership and achievement, organizers said. 

The song is a simple call and response 
written and produced by Franko Richmond and 
Gail Lima of Earth, Emerge & See. At the 
Earth Summit in Brazil in 1992, the song was 
sung in Portuguese by 2,000 street children to 
world leaders in the opening ceremonies. It 
had been performed at the United Nations and 
sung by Girl Scouts in the Macy’s 
Thanksgiving Day parade. 

The song is introduced by the ringing of 
“Earth Bells," which are made of recycled alu¬ 
minum, and tuned to D-flat which produces a 
vibration similar to the sonar produced by dol¬ 
phins. Richmond said the tone is based on 
“ancient aboriginal dreamtime and the modem 
quantum physics definition of our DNA as a 
series of melodic patterns vibrating through an 
electromagnetic current.”

Schools said they anticipated an increase 
in recruiting activity, particularly late in the 
semester. The improved outlook hasn’t affect¬ 
ed all starting salary offers though. 

Starting salary offers were 5 percent high¬ 
er for humanities and social science graduates 
at $22,349 and 6.8 percent higher for visual 
and performing arts graduates at $21,996. 
However, only minor increases were reported 
for engineering, marketing and accounting, 
while starting salary offers to MBA graduates 
continue to lag. 

Movies Impact Students’ Lives 

CARBONDALE, III. - Popular movies 
often serve as spiritual and educational guides 
for a significant number of young people, 
according to a recent survey at the University 
of Illinois at Carbondale. 

At least 90 percent of a sample of 118 col¬ 
lege students said movies had some impact on 
aspects of their lives ranging from personal 
appearance and romance to the meaning of 
courage and honor, said Alan Vaux, a psychol¬ 
ogy professor. “Movies are influential, a 
source of vicarious experience that can be quite 
dramatic,” said Vaux. 

While psychologists have researched the 
harmful effects of violence and sex, the bene¬ 
fits of movies have been ignqred. “Many peo¬ 
ple don’t read anymore, so movies are a major 
source of input in their lives,” he said. “Is this 
a positive or negative influence? My suspicion 
is that it’s both - it depends on what movies are 
made and what people choose to see.” 
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Popular Powerbooks face fierce backlash 


Designing Environmentally Correct Clothes 

Fashions of the Future

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. - At first 
glance, the gray Apple 
Powerbook doesn’t look like a 
threat. After all, it’s small (mea¬ 
suring but a foot across and 
weighing a modest seven 
pounds), and it exists to help stu¬ 
dents. 

But in libraries and lecture 
halls, the first rumblings of a 
backlash against users of this 
seemingly harmless piece of 
technology are being heard. 

As more and more students 
purchase the Macintosh laptops, 
the clickety-clack of noisy typing 
manating from the machines has 
attracted the ire of those students 
who still press pen to paper. 

David W. Harrison, a fresh¬ 
man, says he gets irritated during 
reading period when Powerbooks 
users ignore the “million signs” 
posted by libraries restricting lap 
top use to certain areas.. 

“It really makes it hard to 
study,” says Harrison, who won¬ 
ders if Powerbook users lack the 
requisite reading skills to under¬ 
stand the restriction signs. 

Using a Powerbook can 
make the users as uncomfortable 
as those around them. Some stu¬ 
dents say that when they take out 
their portable computers, people 
treat them as though they have a 
mild form of leprosy. 

Powerbook user Edith A. 
Replogle, a junior, says she gets 
“dirty looks” when she uses her 
collapsible computer in the prop¬ 
er areas of the library. 

“I feel uncomfortable, even 
though it’s legal technically,” 
Replo g le says. _ 

Replogle says she is so self- 
conscious about her Powerbook 
that she sometimes feels guilty 
using it even when no one else is 
around. And Peggy H. Nguyen, 
a freshman, who uses her 
Powerbook to take notes in lec¬ 
tures, says some students pur¬ 
posely avoid sitting next to her 
because she is carrying a 
Powerbook. 

But Sydney J. Freedbert, a 
senior and another Powerbook 
user, says such cold-shoulder 
treatment isn’t much of a prob¬ 
lem. “One person once in a lec¬ 
ture said I was typing too loud, so 
I stopped typing so loud,” 
Freedberg says. “It wasn’t dra¬ 
matic.” 

But while some hate users 
for their noise, others rely on 
them for their notes. Nguyen 


says that while some students 
isolate her, others purposely sit 
close by in order to copy the 
notes they missed. 

“I get more positive reac¬ 
tion than negative,” says Nguyen 
adding that she uses the computer 
because it helps her focus and 
keeps her from falling asleep. 
“There are some people annoyed 
by it, and some people think it’s 
the coolest (thing) in the world.” 

Undergraduate libraries are 
currently trying to avert a conflict 
between those who use and those 
who don’t by segregating the 
potential combatants. 

Lamont Library recently 
installed electrical outlets next to 
carrels on the second floor. 
Library officials have dedicated 
the area to computer users and 
renamed it the Lamont Laptop 
Loge. Jon Lanham, associate 
librarian at Lamont, says the 
Loge was created in response to a 
large number of complaints made 
last semester about the noisy typ¬ 
ing from laptop users. 

Widener Library encour¬ 
ages Powerbook users to work at 
the east end of the reading room, 
and Hilles Library relegates lap¬ 
top users to the typing rooms on 
the first second and third floors. 


Not all libraries are so will¬ 
ing to compromise, though. The 
Winthrop House Library banned 
the machines in January because 
of excessive clicking, says library 
attendant Shataia L. Brown. 

But these may be more 
stop-gap measures, which offer 
little long-term relief for students 
inconvenienced by the growing 
number of Powerbooks. 

Frank A. Urso, consulting 
manager at the Technology 
Product Center, says Powerbooks 
made up almost 50 percent of 
Macintosh computer sales at the 
beginning of the academic year. 

Whatever the side effects, 
it’s clear that academic life will 
never be the same. Janna J. 
Hansen, a freshman, says that 
sometimes when an error appears 
on her screen, her Powerbook 
will embarrass her by yelping a 
programmed message - “Moose 
caboose!” * into the silence of the 
library. 

“Clicking is just a way of 
life now,” says Joan Duckett, 
head of reference at Langdell 
Library. “Some people can’t 
function without a computer.”

NEW YORK - Environmentally 
correct clothing is a hot-button 
item in the fashion industry, and 
54 students recently unveiled 63 
designs to demonstrate how 
today’s Diet Pepsi bottles can 
become tomorrow’s thermal 
underwear. 

The students from the 
Fashion Institute of Technology 
and Philadelphia College of 
Textiles and Science were chal¬ 
lenged by Wellman Inc. to create 
sports garments such as jackets, 
shoes, thermal underwear, slip¬ 
pers, shoelaces, vests, hats and 
mittens made from its Fortrel 
EcoSpun, a patented polyester 
fiber that comes from recycled 
plastic bottles. 

The Designs of the Future by 
Designers of the Future show 
April 10 gave the student designers 
a chance to showcase their envi¬ 
ronmentally correct clothes before 
an international fashion communi¬ 
ty. 

Wellman officials readily 
admit that their reasons for spon¬ 
soring the show stem from a 
desire to cash in on the appeal of 
recycled active wear. 

In recent market research 
aimed at the college community, 
Wellman confirmed that the envi¬ 


ronment, the solid waste crisis and 
recycling were top-of-the-mind 
issues on college campuses,” said 
John Anderson, vice president of 
marketing. “What better way to 
bring this to the attention of the 
fashion community than by chal¬ 
lenging the young designers of 
tomorrow with this competition. 
These young people have the 
future of fashion and the future of 
the planet in their hands.” 

The process of obtaining 
EcoSpun from recycled plastic 
bottles goes something like this: 
Beverage bottles, ranging in size 
up to two liters, are made of poly¬ 
ethylene terephthalate, or PET. 
The bottles can’t be reused in their 
current form, but they can become 
a raw material for making poly¬ 
ester fibers, thread and cloth. The 
labels and caps are removed, and 
bottles are sorted by color. The 
bottles then are chopped into small 
pieces that are washed and dried. 
The shreds are heated, purified 
and formed into pellets, then 
processed further to obtain fine 
fibers that can be spun into thread, 
yam or other materials. 

Active wear companies that 
sell clothing made from EcoSpun 
include Patagonia, Blue Water 
Ltd., Critter Mountain Wear, 
North by Northeast and other 
companies.

ORLANDO, Fla. - Who’da 
thunk it - a bowl of creamy spuds 
was worth 50 grand? 

Well, it’s true. By guessing 
the phrase “mashed potatoes,” 
four Georgia Tech students won 
$50,000 for their school on 
“Wheel of Fortune’s” College 
Week. 

In addition to the $50,000 
annuity to be used for scholar¬ 
ships, the Georgia Tech team also 
raked in almost $88,000 for them¬ 
selves. 

I would’ve been happy 
going home with a couple boxes 
of Rice-a-Roni,” said a grinning 
Corey Rockwell, 20, a sophomore 
majoring in electrical engineering. 

Other members of the win¬ 
ning Georgia team were Larry 
Stewart, 19, another electrical 
engineering major, plus the Big 
Money winner, 19-year-old 
chemical engineering major Pete 
Ketterman, who walked away 
with $53,500. 

With three engineering 
majors, it’s safe to say these kids 
weren't picked because they 
couldn't make the cut on 
“Jeopardy.” 

“We were surprised that we 
did so well,” said Jennifer 
Hawbaker, 22, a management sci¬ 
ence major. “We only had a 
week to prepare. The other 
schools had been picked months 
ago.” 

The other schools compet¬ 
ing on College Week were 
UCLA, the University of 
Pittsburgh and the University of 
Arkansas-Little Rock. 

The four teams met at the 
Disney/MGM Studios in Orlando 
on March 5 to tape a week of 
shows that will air May 16-20. 

The final standings: in first 


place were Georgia Tech with 
combined winnings of $137,950; 
second, UCLA with $45,800; 
University of Arkansas-Little 
Rock, $31,248; and University of 
Pittsburgh, $5,500. 

“It was a LOT harder up 
there than it is playing at home,” 
said Heather Newsam, 20. 

“At first I was really ner¬ 
vous,” she said. “I didn’t win 
until the final round. I was so 
scared...I thought I was going to

let my school and my family 
down.” 

She didn’t the University of 
Arkansas sophomore came 
through in the final round and 
went home with over $21,000 and 
a week-long trip to Hawaii for her 
and her family. 

And other than winning 
heaping gobs of cash, what was 
the coolest moment of her week¬ 
end in Orlando? 

“Meeting Vanna White in 
the hotel elevator," said Heather. 
“She is soooooo sweet.” 

Sweet. 

Ask any contestant or any¬ 
one even remotely connected with 
“Wheel of Fortune" about Vanna 
White and they’ll all say she’s 
sweet. A saint. America's 
Sweetheart. 

Yeah, right. 

So, we loaded up on insulin 
and walked into the makeup room 
to interview the woman who 


allegedly makes Mother Teresa 
look like Shannen Doherty. 

Well, Vanna White's no 
Mother Teresa, but she is charm¬ 
ing, pleasant and very, very preg¬ 
nant. 

The baby, a boy, is due June 
2. She hasn't picked out a name 
for him, yet. 

She sat in the makeup chair, 
wearing a sequined something-or- 
other over the baby and her hair in 
huge curlers - which meant we 
couldn't take pictures. 

Since we couldn’t take an 
embarrassing photo, we asked 
Vanna what was her most embar¬ 
rassing moment on the show. 

“I almost lost my outfit,” 
she laughed. “I was wearing a 
jumpsuit and the belt just popped 
off.

To change the puzzle, a 
huge curtain is draped around the 
letter board, so neither the audi¬ 
ence nor contestants can see the 
new puzzle. 

A crew replaces the letters 
and then checks and re-checks to 
see if the puzzle is spelled correct¬ 
ly. If they make a mistake, the 
taping is stopped, the puzzle is 
changed and the contestants have 
all their money taken away, 
because the round has to be reshot 
and replayed. 

Being a contestant on 
“Wheel of Fortune” is tough, but 
it doesn't compare to the ordeal of 
being in the audience - 90 minutes 
of sitting on a hard folding chair 
surrounded by kvetching senior 


citizens (“I’m hard of hearing! I 
have to sit next to Vanna!”), 
forced to continually clap like a 
seal on amphetamines and oohing 
and ahhhing over prizes you can’t 
afford. 

But then, no one has it easi¬ 
er than Pat Sajak. 

The former college dropout, 
Vietnam veteran and TV weather¬ 
man who made good has no pre¬ 
tensions as to his place on the 
Celebrity Food Chain. For more 
than a decade, he’s held the caki- 
est job in the Universe and he still 
hasn’t gotten a big head over it.

College of Education Multimedia Classroom 

Changes have been occurring in Upham 105 on the West Campus. Much activity has been going on 
behind the scenes since last Spring when the University's Bookstore Advisory Committee provided approxi¬ 
mately $8000 to the Graduate Student Organization and the College for a multimedia classroom (MMC).

The active planning group includes six students (5 
doctoral and one initial certification) and three staff members. The number of involved faculty members has 
now increased to five. 

The planning committee has been coordinated by Louis Cohen, 1994 President of the GSO. 
Noteworthy efforts include those of Dorothy Burke, who has been installing new software on the Centris com¬ 
puter, and Kate Collier, who has faithfully kept minutes of all the meetings to keep everyone informed and 
involved. Stephen Mazzola and Michael Lucas of the Center for Field Studies have provided technical support, 
and Sheila Hayward has ensured that all planning was coordinated with the Instructional Resources Center. 
Initial faculty guidance was provided by Dr. John LeBaron. He was soon joined by Dr. Juan Rodriguez. 
Additional faculty members now involved in multimedia projects and planning are Dr. Joyce Gibson, Dr. 
Robert Gower, and Dr. Brenda Jochums (in alphabetical order). 

Some classes are already fortunate to be taught with the new multimedia tools. The MMC will open 
officially on April 25. 1994 with an Open House.

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“Serial Mom”—Shock therapy for the sane

Anybody who does any thinking will 
tell you that the scariest people in the world 
aren't psycho killers like Ted Bundy and 
Jeffrey Dahmer. The real monsters are the 
Movie do-gooders an( * soc ial work

ers who claim to know 
what’s best for the rest of us. 
Premeditated social service 
is so abnormal it’s inhuman; 
at least, it’s a kind of humanity we didn't 
respect when we were kids. I understand 
more about why John Hinckley shot 


Ronald Reagan than about why college stu¬ 
dents join Mass PIRG, how Bill Clinton 
can feel our pain, and why parents take 
their kids to see “Aladdin.” 

Serial killers are an un-American 
bunch, according to the news. You know 
the profile: white male over thirty, likes to 
be alone, has trouble at work, takes drugs, 
rents porno, has a predilection for gun$ and 
ammo. And who are his victims? Honor 
students, peaceniks, local heroes, “every¬ 
body’s friend.” To swallow these stereo¬ 
types is to assume that the killer and the 
killed are at polar opposites: what he stands 
for, they would spit on. Until we see the 



headline PROM QUEEN SLAYS TEN, 
serial killers will always be quiet types who 
keep to themselves, and quiet types who 
keep to themselves will always be “a little 
funny.” 

The serial killer phenomenon goes 
beyond the killers themselves; it also 
involves their fans, the kind of people who 
make scrapbooks out of Manson family 
news clippings and cram their bookshelves 
with “true crime” novels. It’s fashionable to 
look down on these people as having 
incredibly bad taste, and they’re constantly 
accused of “not feeling” for the victims’ 
families and poisoning themselves with 
sick reading material. In a way this accusa¬ 
tion extends to kids (and grownups) who 
love horror movies and comic books and 
“devil music.” Anyone who gets a charge 
out of death is warped, somehow, and any¬ 
one who dares to flaunt his bad taste runs 
the risk of being an outcast. One of the 
great hypocrisies of our time, though, is 
that everybody has bad taste in one form or 
another; it's simply a question of how 
much we’re willing to show it. 

So now comes “Serial Mom” to flaunt 
our bad taste for us. Everybody in it has a 
dirty little secret, and writer/director John 
Waters treats those secrets affectionately, as 
a comforting sign. Soft-core pomographers 
do the same thing when they show a priest 
leafing through a skin mag; they know we 
feel guilty watching it, and relax us with the 
idea that even an oath of celibacy can't 
control an erection. Waters handles his 
scenes the same way: here the priest is a 
squeaky-clean suburban Mom (Kathleen 
Turner, at her best) and the skin mag is a 
murder weapon. 

Mom has taken Emily Post to her 
bosom and decorated her home like a Com 
Flakes commercial. What few people know 
is that she keeps in touch with death-row 
inmates and practices a little free-lance 
homicide herself. During the most elaborate 
scene—a full-speed chase between knife- 
wielding Mom and victim number six—a 
woman next to me complained, “This is 
stupid. It’s so unreal.” She was responding 
to what we know about serial killers, and 
couldn't match it with Mom. But “Serial 
Mom” is more than a parade of stupid, 
unreal sight gags. It twists reality to show a 
hidden reality, and that’s the shortest defini¬ 
tion of comedy I can think of. This movie is 
peerless, an instant classic. Waters turns our 


obsession with cold-blooded killers into a 
healthy way .of life. The murdering Mom is 
much more attractive than the recycling 
Mom; even though we’ve all wanted to kill 
someone from time to time, very few of us 
have felt the urge to separate plastic from 
canned goods or experience multiple 
orgasms when Barry Manilow sings 
“Daybreak.” Serial Mom is a true 
American hero. This woman is centered. 

“Serial Mom” is similar to Michael 
Ritchie’s HBO movie “The Positively True 
Adventures of the Alleged Texas 
Cheerleader-Murdering Mom”: they both 
make fun of the media circus surrounding 
murder trials, and skewer the get-rich-quick 
attitudes of grieving relatives who sell their 
life stories to TV and movie studios. As 
much as I loved “Cheerleader-Murdering 
Mom,” it seemed a bit too secure in its own 
irony. It looked down on white trash like 
Wanda Halloway, whose murdering rage 
against her daughter’s cheerleading rival 
was seen as something only a blockhead 
Texan could dream up. Waters is more 
democratic; in “Serial Mom” no one is 
immune to dirty thoughts, and you get the 
feeling he’d look down on someone who 
didn't have them, or didn’t admit to having 
them. 

The fortunes that shine upon Jeffrey 
Dahmer’s father are a mother lode of irony. 
Waters gets in a few digs by having Mom’s 
children license T-shirts and banners, and 
by bringing in Suzanne Somers as a candi¬ 
date for playing Mom in a movie-of-the- 
week. The media jokes aren’t as vicious as 
the ones in “Cheerleader-Murdering 
Mom,” which is a serious drawback; the 
movie runs out of comic energy in its last 
half hour. Maybe Waters couldn’t get angry 
enough to stage an all-out satire of circus- 
trial hypocrisy. Maybe he admires it too 
much to condemn it. But it’s that admira¬ 
tion that puts “Serial Mom” in a deranged 
category all its own. No one but Waters 
could finish that chase scene in an under¬ 
ground rock club (in the daytime!) with 
L.A.-based heavy metal band L7 joining in 
on murder number six, and a flipped-out 
audience paying Serial Mom their greatest 
tribute: a fist-in-the-air chant for giving 
them the ultimate thrill. And any man who 
can come up with a line like “‘Blood 
Feast’...the ‘Citizen Kane’ of horror 
movies” has my undying loyalty.

Nick Cave and the Bad Seeds, Let Love In 



Let Love In , Nick Cave and the Bad Seeds’ 
ninth release finds Nick Cave concerned by 


and large, as on previous albums, with 
“despair and deception, love's ugly little 
twins.” Likewise, the Bad Seeds' sound 
remains an effective amalgam of twisted 
yet revered roots: psychotic blues, heroin-y 
country and western, and downbeat ‘50's 
pop. Indeed, Nick Cave comes across as a 
terminally depressed, edgy barroom croon¬ 
er backed by a rockabilly combo or lounge 
band that's been awake too long. 

Let Love In finds Cave's dark, distinc¬ 
tive, lively voice and vision intact. Cave, 
not unlike Leonard Cohen and Tom Waits, 
typically pens intricate, literary lyrics that 
chiefly treat of love and the self-loathing, 
betrayal, inertia, and deceit that (they write) 
invariably accompany it. Like Cohen, 
Cave often juxtaposes sexual and religious 
imagery. And, like Waits’ well-worn char¬ 


acters, Cave's tired heroes usually find 
themselves trapped in a polluted present 
faced down by an uncompromising future 
and dogged by distorted memories of a 
tainted past, “weak with evil and broken by 
the world.” 

Cave’s is a world of sexual tension, 
emotional peril, looming menace, and deep 
remorse. It is this world, “where the moon 
in the sky is battered and mangled, and the 
bells from the chapel go jingle-jangle”, that 
“Nobody's Baby Now”, “Loverman”, “I 
Let Love In”, and “Ain't Gonna Rain 
Anymore” painstakingly conjure. Cave’s 
brooding baritone drawl alone, which at 
turns calls to mind Johnny Cash, Tom 
Jones, and Iggy Pop, evokes a sense of tat¬ 
tered romance, fractured gall, and bitter 
sorrow, as does the Bad Seeds' alternately 
concussive and squalling, and cool and 
smudged back-up, replete with ominous, 
funereal backing vocals; plaintive, uncer¬ 


tain piano-playing; a steady, diligent 
rhythm section; and distorted, fuzz-laden 
guitar anti-heroics. 

Unlike the band's last two studio 
records. The Good Son with its clean, 
melodic, wistful balladry and Henry's 
Dream with its terse, fast-paced, folkish 
story-telling. Let Love In presents the Bad 
Seeds at their noisiest and muddiest since 
their 1983 debut From Her to Eternity or 
1984 follow-up First Born is Dead. From 
the drunken, demented rave-up “Jangling 
Jack” or the moribund amphetamine shuf¬ 
fle of “Thirsty Dog” to the haunting, smoky 
atmospherics of “Red Right Hand” or 
murky, vertiginous strains of the single “Do 
You Love Me?”, the Bad Seeds shake, rat¬ 
tle, and roll to a tight, dissonant, rocking 
hilt. All in all, a damned fine record from a 
damned fine band. Australia’s Nick Cave 
and the Bad Seeds hammer the nails right 
on the cross.

1 am a Senior who was a 
Teaching Assistant in the “Model 
League" class, which is the educa¬ 
tional part of the International 
Relations Club. I am writing this 
article because of the editorial 
written by Philip Kelnhofer on 
April 11, 1994. I feel that Mr. 
Kelnhofer had some legitimate 
points, such as the conflict of 
interest problem, but I did not see 
any proposed solutions to the 
problem. It would be more con¬ 
structive to urge students to get 
involved in the SGA or to join 
yourself and help to solve any 
problems. The IRC/SGA connec¬ 
tion is not a plot to scam money 
from other students, it just hap¬ 
pens that the IRC and the SGA are 
two organizations on Campus that 
give future politicians some expe¬ 
rience in their field. 

I feel that the IRC is a great 
club in which to be a member. 
You can take the “Model League" 
class along with the club which 
allows a student to receive three 
credits in a 400 level course. We 
traveled to Harvard and New York 
City for Model United Nations 
conferences and to Washington 
D.C. for a Model League of Arab 


States. Students are allowed to 
attend two conferences with 
money from the University, but if 
they want to attend the third it is 
money out of their own pocket. 
This year there were five people 
who felt that going to all three 
were important enough that they 
paid for it themselves. The Model 
Leagues are conferences that 
UMASS-Lowell students go to 
and act as an ambassador for a 
country assigned to them (Moroc¬ 
co, Somalia, etc.).

The students 
attend one class (2 hrs.. and 20 
mins.) every week in order to 
learn diplomatic and speaking 
skills. The topics could vary from 
Human rights. Environmental 
issues, or even Nuclear Non-pro¬ 
liferation. A student not only 
learns about their topics and coun¬ 
tries, but about public speaking, 
the art of diplomacy, and self-con¬ 
fidence. This is a class for all 
majors, not just Political Science.

Summer of Safety VISTA Associates Program: 

Working With the Community to Make our Streets Safer 

Last summer young people from all over the country participated in a 
pilot service program called “The Summer of Service.” Patterned after other suc¬ 
cessful service projects, such as Boston’s City Year. The “S.O.S.” was part of the 
Clinton administration’s grand efforts to cure some of the massive social prob¬ 
lems which exist in the United States. For two months, 1,500 people from all 
walks of life implemented a wide range of service projects designed to alleviate 
problems associated with poverty. In most cases, the programs were successful 
for those who helped and those who were helped. When the summer came to a 
hazy close, most of the volunteers had gained a great deal of wisdom as well as a 
sense of pride and accomplishment. 

This summer the Clinton tradition of national service will continue with 
a “Summer of Safety,” a project in which Lowell and Lawrence have been chosen 
to participate. According to Dr. Mark Levine, VISTA Program Administrator at 
UMass, the “Safety theme is conceived broadly and includes root causes 
approaches (diversion, education, group work) as well as street organizing, 
cleaning up neighborhoods, rape prevention, etc.” The ’Summer of Safety’ is con¬ 
ceptualized both within a community development framework and in community 
policing terms. The Summer VISTA’s will be assigned to different sites includ¬ 
ing the UMass Lowell Office of Community Service, the Lawrence Youth 
Commission, Rape Crisis Services of Greater Lowell, and the Lowell YWCA. Here 
they will focus their work on safety issues which are prevalent to their sites and 
the Greater Lowell community. 

There will be 27 Summer VISTA Associates funded to work from June 1 
through July 31st. Summer VISTA Associates will come from UMass and the com¬ 
munity and will range widely in age and ethnicity. The volunteers will receive a 
stipend to cover basic living expenses (approx. $669/month) as well as $1000 
towards their education upon completion of their service. This project will not 
only bring the associates a strong feeling of accomplishment, but it will grant 
them skills which will make them more effective in their careers.

Almost 7:30, time to call the bookie or ‘Buddy’ as I shall refer 
to him. Religiously I dial the number that I will remember for the rest 
of my life. The first try results in a busy signal. Becoming anxious, I 
start pressing re-dial at a rapid pace, but still that loud, piercing busy 
signal. How can the phone be busy? Buddy has double line and 1 have 
been trying for a good 15 minutes. The only reasonable explanation is 
that the phone must be off the hook, but why? One logical guess is 
that Buddy had the urge to do some coke and doesn't want to be dis¬ 
turbed. F**k Buddy and his stupid drugs, I need to place my bets. My 
night is now ruined on account of not getting my bets in. There is no 
sense in watching sports on T.V. without any cash on the line. I have 
no choice but to wait until tomorrow to try to make my fortune. 

This was a typical night for me over the past three years. It start¬ 
ed out with some harmless football cards, but rapidly moved into 
much more. After playing the cards exclusively for about a month, I 
felt the need to gamble more seriously. I was introduced to Buddy and 
he informed me that 1 could bet directly through him on any game I 
wanted. Wow, my very own bookie, could life get any better? 

Actually, in time, I realized that my life couldn't get any worse. 
Losing became a regular occurrence in my gambling career. A win¬ 
ning streak came along about as frequently as Haley's Comet. In 
short, I worked every night without saving a penny; eventually emp¬ 
tied out my bank account; and borrowed money from a close friend 
that I have still yet to pay back. Even after all of this, I continued to 
gamble because I just couldn't stop. With all the anxiety that went 
along with gambling, I started to become physically iTtrAfi^r all of 
this, I finally decided to seek help. 

Before I proceed, let me make clear that I am not looking for 
sympathy I don't deserve any, instead I am sharing some very person¬ 
al experiences in order to maybe help someone who also has a similar 
problem. 

Enough of my experiences, time to define what compulsive 
gambling actually is. Compulsive gambling is an illness which can 
never be cured, but can be controlled. Every compulsive bettor is 
obsessed with the idea that some day he or she will be able to control 
or stop gambling. This idea is as ridiculous as an alcoholic thinking 
that he or she can stop drinking without any help. How can a person 
tell if they may have a problem with gambling? 

In order to answer this question, I have developed 10 questions 
to help you decide if you may have a problem with gambling. 

1. Do you gamble to get money in order to pay debts or earn 
easy money? 

2. After a win, do you want to keep gambling in order to win 
even more? 

3. After losing do you feel like you have to win back your loss 
es? 

4. Have you ever felt remorse after gambling? 

5. Do you gamble to escape everyday worries? 

6. Do you borrow money to finance your gambling? 

7. Does gambling cause a decrease in your ability to sleep? 

8. Does gambling hurt your ability to think straight? 

9. Do disappointments or frustrations make you want to gam 
ble? 

10. Has gambling ever effected your home life? 

If you answered yes to any of the above questions, you may 
have a gambling problem. 

If you feel that after reading the 10 questions that you may very 
well have a problem, don't panic. Many ordinary, average individu¬ 
als, myself included, have been inflicted with this drastic problem, but 
it can be overcome. There are numerous help groups such as Bettors 
Anonymous and Gamblers Anonymous that offer help and support to 
people who need it. Professional help can also be a useful option for 
some people. Thee is always help available, recognizing and admit¬ 
ting to a problem is the tough part. Knowledge and awareness is the 
key to getting better! 

To conclude, I would like to point out that I haven't gambled for 
over five months. I have been tempted, but I haven't given in to the 
urges. I would be lying if I said it is easy, but it is possible to stop 
gambling. I would like to thank my mother for her constant support. I 
would also like to thank a true buddy, Mark Katimy, for constantly 
telling me gambling is stupid and a waste of time. Special thanks to 
Dr. Kelley for this guidance and understanding.
